Tho Colonial Treasurer has just 
made his financial statement. He es- 
timitted the total revenue for the cur- 
renl'y6ar at over £4,000,000, and the 
expenditures at £4, -ISO, 000. It is con- 
sidered that there will l)e a deficit on 
the year of about £200,000. To in- 
crease the revenue it is ])ropo.se<l to 
tai Banks and Insurance Companies, 
hbus^ property and land and raise tho 
duty on spirits.

The Nomination at £squi- 
malt. 

At 110011 yesterday Iho proolamution 
Laving been road by Mr. P00I03' tho llo- 
turuiog oilio3r aud tlio prououdiugs duly 
inaugurated,*; 

Mr. J. J. Bussell stepped forward to 
propose two candidates toroproaont tho 
district of Eaqnimalt in tlio Ijocul Logis- 
liiture. Tho first was Mr. Frodoriok 
Williaiu.s, with whom tlioy waro all well 
nequnintud, niul whoso vinws u))on tho 
leading politioal subjooti of tho day wore 
kuowu to evoryouo oi' thoin 'Tho sccoiul 
miu was from the coantry, and ho 
hoped they would both work together iu 
harmony as good citizoDs should. Ho 
■iiid citizens, because ho hopod to see the 
day when E.S(iuinmlt would extend far 
enough to muko thoiu both oiti'/onn. 

Mr. Selli!ck socondod Mr. l'\ Williiims. 

Air. luuis wished to propo.to as cauili- 
dato a gentleman holding a dignified posi- 
tion, t^ wbioh he bad added dignity by 
his manner of performing the duties of 
hia ofHoe, and he thbught that tho eleo- 
tera could not do hotter tliiui rot urn Mr. 
Wni. Fisher. 

Mr. Boughuoll i>oooudcd tliia noiniim- 
tion. 

Mr. Hclgeaon iioiiiiii:itLHl Jlr. Kob- 
ort Woir, a f^iiDtleiiimi, who liad 
rosidod amongHt tlioiu for yonrs luul 
whoso oharactor was well ku(.)wn. He wiia 
a brother farmer and would ropresent au 
interest which had long been in need of 
representation although as (.vervono know 
husbandry was tho foniulntion aud suij- 
■port of all other arts and iudustrios. Jlr. 
Woir had choeen Iho railway luul tho 
Dry Dock for tho two priiiL'i])al planks in 
his platform, and ho felt perfectly cer- 
tain that if sent to the House they would 
find that he vronld strive earnestly to ad- 
vance these and all other measures which 
were for the good of Esquimnlt and tho 
Province at large. 

Mr. RussoU oamo forward to nocond 
Mr. Woir who was tho gentleman ho had 
alluded to as his second candidate, ho 
was a well kuowu citizen and as a far- 
mer aud sheep raise]; he had few equals, 
and altogether he was a man who was 
well calculated to promote the interests 
of tho people of Esquimalt district and 
tho agriculturists of the Province at 
large. 

Mr. J. Dorau propoHod Dr. Ninian l'''oa- 
ter. Those wlio know him best would bo 
thesnrest tu vote tor him,'' and as for 
t|ipse who did not know him he would 
rabommend them to beoome aoqnainted 
with him as soon as possible (a voioe— 
where is he now.) At Oassiar. (A 
voice — Too far away.) Mr. Doran resum- 
ed, when tho electors know tho man and 
knew he would bo likely to supjjort the 
present Government ho was sure they 
would all vote for him. (An elector here 
^aaid they did not want him to do that un- 
,;|e8a.tbe Government was right.) 

Mr. Dunn, in seconding, assorted that 
the Doctor was a geiitlomaii, that ho 
Jinow him poraoually ami was .sure of it, 
and that if they elected him none of them 
would regret it. A show of hands was 
called for and declared to bo iu favor of 
Messrs. Fred. Williams aud Wm. Fishor. 

Mr. Holgesen demanded a poll on bo- 
half of Mr. Weir, and tho Fioturning Of- 
ficer announced that the poll would bo 
held ou Tuesday next betwoan tho hours 
of 8 a.m. ond 4 p.m., at P. OalverL's, at 
the School Houso, and at Muir's, Sooke. 

Mr. Willrams being called for thanked 
them for tho honor done him and for tho 
requisition, in answer to which ho now 
<}tood before them as a candidate. Ho 
had considerable interest at .stake iu the 
town and dietriot and would, of uom se, 
take a lively interest in everything be- 
longing to it. Many matters of great im- 
portance would come before tho next Lo- 
cal Parliament, and it was necessary to 
elect some one whom they could depend 
upon and who would a.sk boldly for thoir 
rights. The Dry dock was the most im- 
portant project to the district and he 
wonld support any Government which 
would complete it. Tho present Oovorn- 
ment, in his opinion, were doni;,' and 
likely to do mo.st for thorn, llo did 
not belong to any politic.il jiarty 
and would favor tho construction of roads 
and bridges, etc., and any measure for 
the good of tho Province, no matter what 
party brought it forward. Ho approved 
of taking tho money from Canada; ho 
thought it would be of more use to the 
Province if judiciously used than laying 
there at 5 per cent. Kospnoting t ho Uail- 
way all agreed that the t(!rais had been 
broken; but last year the Canadians covu- 
nanted to make up for this by building 
the railroad between Esquimalt and Xa- 
naimo and this he would su^jport by evoi y 
means. He would also advocate the con 
otrnotion of the overland railway to Can 
ada. Ho was in favor of protection l(j 
home industry and would do hi.s utmost 
to procure liberal ajjpropi lation.s for the 
district for rouds, bridgoH, etc., and for 
edncation, and concluded by thanking 
them for their kind hearing aud asking 
them fpr their oonfidenoe. 

In answer to Mr. .'Wilby, Mr. Williams 
said ho would ndvocalo giving nuuo pow- 
er to local school Ixjard.s. He had liooii 
n member of tho Schuul J3oaid aud know 
how necebsary it was. 

' Mr. Wm. l''ishor said ho had oxplair.od 
his political view;; to llio electors l year.i 
ligo had had very little to add or take 
back. The most important matters then 
wore roads, mails and other moans of ooni- 
inunicatiou and on these points' a good 
deal had been done. Education ho would 
make conipulnory. It might bo dillieull 
to carry this out in jirai'tico, but, lie 
thought it ought to 1)0 done a.s far a.s 
.pMsiulo. Tho Railway was tho most im- 
' portant subject of all. Wo wore told it 
could not be done in tho time llrMt pro- 

gOSad; but ho thought if SUllieienl eii, i;jy 
ad boon displayed the work mij^lii nuw 
ho much further ahead tlian it waH.IIi> re- 
garded itas a minfijrt iini; that Sir .lulin 
A. Macdonald had not remained in 
power. Had ho dono no a caiiitalist 
,wpald have been found who could have 
'.QUrried tho sohemo through. Mouths 
when Mr. Mackenzie first stood be; 
'ore the world as Premier, all had been 
ready to heap praise's nifon him and to 
boast of tho jiiuniKM- in which ho hud risen 
■ from a stone-mason to bo tho Proraior of 
>4l)0;I)Qinimont but in spite of all : this 
r^bpro "WM DQ sign ol tne milt'Oiia, }Io 



was sorry it had been necessary to ap- 
peal to Bngland, bnt in the present con- 
dition of affairs it was imperative that 
they should scud to the Logislafcaro men 
who would bo fearless and iudepeudcnt. 
Tho Graving Dock, not yet commenced, 
o.ught to bo finished by this time. Tho 
xr)0,000 could havobeon ca|)italizod easily 
enough, and ho thought if thoy bad re- 
turned bim four years ago some progress 
might have boon made, as ho had had 
great oxporioneo in these matters aud 
would have known howTO set abvut the 
matter i^ractically. He said that tenders 
had boon advertised for, but uny ouo 
who looked at the Bdvertiaoniont 
could see that they wcro not really want- 
ed. Tho Chairman of tho Conimittoo 
was a member who had said iu his place 
in the Houso that ho did not want tho 
Railway unless it came down the Fraser 
A'^alloy, and most probably did not want 
tho dry dock unless it was built at Bur- 
rard Inlot. It hfid been promised at Ea- 
(luiuialt and if tho terms of union wore 
over to be carried out to Esquimalt it 
aiust come; besides, tho Navy Yard was 
thoro and tlie English subsidy would not 
have been promised exeoiH on that con- 
dition. It was on tho Tariil' ho hod been 
defeated before. Ho went into tho history 
of the question, and maintained that ox- 
perienoo had proved that he was right, 
and that having onco given up thoir own 
tariirthey cotild not get a inodiQod tariil" 
bnt would have to take any scale of duties 
Canada might see lit to impose. Ho en- 
larged upon the hardship of tho position 
to men who bad consented to the adop- 
tion of the Canadian Customs duties un- 
der the impression that the railway would 
make up for it, and now found themselves 
as far from the railroad as ever. Ho de- 
fended liis course with regard to the Wal- 
kem mission aud said thai it had at all 
events done no harm. If ho was asked to 
give a blind support to the Oovornmeni 
he deeiiiied to do so, ami would like to 
know if llie (doctors approved of tlio pro- 
ject of a fourth portfolio aud increased 
indemnity to members. I A voice — No.] 
Very well, ho would not support either 
of those schemes. It was impossible lo 
tell who might be iu power ia a few 
mouths from now and if they wanted any 
ouo to pledge himself to support tho 
Ijoverumout simply because it was tho 
Government thoy wanted a knave or a 
slave and must look somewhere else for a 
member. He alluded to tho late Sheriff's 
"Little Bill," aud said that as ivo had no 
arbitration courts here it wa.sall tho more 
necessary that law should bo as cheap as 
|)ossiblo, and after a few remarks rospoct- 
ing tho importance of the .igricuitural 
interest, retired omidst applause. 

Mr. Bnnstor came ou tho platform to 
apologize for the uon-appearenco of Mr. 
Weir, who had been taken suddenly ill, 
and was now under the care of the doe- 
torat Mr. Howard's. It was all very well. 
Mr. Bunster said, for some of his bearers 
to laugh, but it was po laughing matter, 
and he felt that ho was only doing his 
duty, a duty wliich he would be equally 
ready to perform to a political opponent 
in thus coming forward, aud he was cer- 
tain the electors would do right if thoy 
placed Mr. Weir at the head of tho poll. 

IMr. Dorau then camo forward and 
amidst a running fire of chatV returned 
thanks for tiio support ollerud to Dr. Fos- 
ter, who he said was an oduooted gentle- 
man. Ho doelared ho would return from 
Cassiar in time to represent them if elect 
ed. [A voice — Why isn't ho hero uowV 
he might be useful to Mr. Weir. J 

Mr. V/ilby wished to know if this wa.s 
a parallul c^asQ to tho nomination of Mr. 
McCroight at Victoria on Thursday. 

Mr. Booth thought it (vould have been 
hotter to liavo said nothing about his 
honesty ; for his part he did not believe 
anybody was honest. 

The proceedings closed with throe 
cheers for the Returning OlTicer.

WAsmNQTON, Sept. 9— President Grant 
has telegraphed Gen. Townsend direct- 
ing him to instruct theoflSoers command- 
ing in Mississippi to givo Governor 
Ames such aid as may bo necessary to 
maintain order and protect life in that 
State if tho insurrectiou is too formid- 
able to bo supproHsod with tho means at 
tho Governor's command. Before send- 
ing such order, however, tho President 
directed tho Adjutant General to consult 
with tho Attorney General as to tho le- 
gality of such contemplated military pro- 
ceedings. Accordingly those gentlomen 
had a consultation at noon to-day, and 
the action was deferred till it is decided 
whether a proclamation should bo issued 
addressed to tho insurgents. The Presi- 
dent having ruijuestod Secretary Fish 
and the Attorney General to consider 
whether such proclamation is needed, 
the Attorney General is making arr.ingo- 
monts by tolograph for tho conforeuce 
with Secretary Pish, who is absent. It is 
definitely known no movemout will bo 
taken by the War L)ei)artment until after 
a proclamation and reception of notice 
of tho disregard of its requirements. 

Newauk, Sept. S, — An exijlosion oc- 
curred in a collaloid factory this p. m. 
Twenty men ware in the building. Three 
wero taken out dead and others are not 
e.xpoctod to recover. It is supposed 12 
or more uro in theliuildiug without hopo 
of rescue. Tho building was destroyed 
by tho shock, and llainos burst out in 
every dircctiini. Several factories and 
livery stables wero burned. The tiro i.s 
not yet under control. Business houses 
on Market street, including some of the 
finest in the city, are burned. The entire 
flro department and police aro at work. 

Latkr. — Tho lire is under control at 8 
o'clock. Buildings on Market street aro 
safe. No more dead bodies have boon 
found; it is thought that several are among 
the ruins as some of tho employes are un- 
accounted for. Twelve persons are seri- 
ously injured. Total loss, 8125,000.
